THE TORY VICTORY 
The rejection of Socialism by the British peo­ 
ple, by so large a majority, was not accidental. 
Socialism in Great Britain means nationalization 
and at a time of prosperity, the people had no* 
desire to upset the apple-cart. There was a fear 
that in marginal districts, that is, in those in 
which, during the last election in 1951, candidates 
won by less than 5 ,000 majority, the reappear­ 
ance of Liberal candidates might hurt the Torie*. 

This may be 
the end of the Liberal Party which was once so 
great or there may be a coalition of Liberal and 
Right-W ing Laborites.

While it must be said that not all British 
Socialists art' anti-American, the split in their 
party over the relations between Great Britain 
and the United States can only mean that an 
anti-American campaign would be intensified by 
the Bevanites if Labour had won.

FIRM BUT NOT OBSTINATE 
Secretary of State Dulles must be weary 
of getting advice on how to deal with the 
Russians at a four-power conference. But 
it’s just possible that when German Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer comes over in mid-J une he 
may have some wise counsel to offer. 
Reports from Bonn suggest that Aden­ 
auer will advise the United States not to 
be too ready to make a broad European 
settlement with the Kremlin. In his view 
the West is getting stronger and the East 
weaker. He feels that if the West will be 
patient another year or two it can get far 
better terms from the Reds than in 1955. 
There appears to be a good deal of evi­ 
dence to support this approach. Russia’s 
failure to develop adequate farm produc­ 
tion is well known. Its-decision earlier this 
year to renew emphasis on heavy industry 
at the expense of consumer goods output 
cannot have eased the Kremlin s domestic 
political problems. 


The Tories could not have won their great 
victory if British labor voted Socialist in bloc. 
That they did not do because this generation of 
Britishers have never known such prosperity and 
they like it. They tried Socialism and got tired of 
it. When I travelled after Herbert Morr;son’s car 
from m eeting to meeting, I noticed that many of 
the questions, even from obvious Socialist sup­ 
porters, were about controls and the hardtops of 
the people under them. The Labour Party planned 
to renationalize some of the industries which the 
Conservatives had denationalized and that, more 
than anything else, helped the C onsenatives. 
When some Socialists announced their intention 
to nationalize the chemical industry, it hurt them 
because this industry has a good profit-sharing 
scheme, which would be lost as a nationalized in­ 
dustry has no profits.

Secretary of State Dulles must be weary 
of gettin g ad vice on how to d eal with the 
Russian s at a four-power con feren ce. But 
it’s just possible that when German Chan ­ 
cellor Ad en auer comes over in mid -Jun e he 
may have some wise coun sel to offer. 
Reports from Bon n suggest that Ad en ­ 
auer will ad vise the Un ited States n ot to 
be too read y to make a broad European 
settlemen t with the Kremlin . In his view 
the West is gettin g stron ger an d the East 
weaker.

THE TORY VICTORY 
The rejection of Socialism by the British peo­ 
ple, by so large a majority, was n ot accid en tal. 
Socialism in Great Britain mean s n ation alization 
an d at a time of prosperity, the people had n o 
d esire to upset the applc-cart. There was a fear 
that in margin al d istricts, that is, in those in 
which, d urin g the last election in 1951, can d id ates 
won by less than 5.000 majority, the reappear­ 
an ce of Liberal can d id ates might hurt the Tories. 
Qbviously, the Tories were n ot hurt. This may be 
the en d of the Liberal Party which was on ce so 
great or there may be a coalition of Liberal an d 
Right-Win g Laborites. 
From an American stan d poin t, the result is 
good . While it must be said that n ot all British 
Socialists are an ti-American , the split in their 
party over the relation s between Great Britain 
an d the Un ited States can on ly mean that an 
an ti-American campaign would be in ten sified by 
the Bevan itcs if Labour had won . They are mak­ 
in g a d irect attack on us as a matter of prin ciple 
with the d efin ite id ea of chan gin g British foreign 
policy to on e of n eutralism. It will be clear d urin g 
the n ext six mon ths that the Right-Win g Labour­ 
ites can n ot go alon g with Bevan in his an ti- 
American ism an d they will n ot. This election es­ 
tablishes that the majority of the British people 
are n ot politically an ti-American . 
The Tories could n ot have won their great 
victory if British labor voted Socialist in bloc. 
That they d id n ot d o because this gen eration of 
Britishers have n ever kn own such prosperity an d 
thev like it. They tried Socialism an d got tired of 
it. When I travelled after Herbert Morrison ’s car 
from meetin g to meetin g, I n oticed that man y of 
the question s, even from obvious Socialist sup­ 
porters, were about con trols an d the hard ^ips of 
the people un d er them.

The joint began to jump when W hitey Bookman sliced a double 
to the opposite field, (right field! scoring Dark and sending Muel­ 
ler to third. W hat many fans forget is that Mueller twisted his 
ankle sliding into third base and had to be carried off the field. 
Lockm an’s double kayoed Don Newcombe and the Dodgers 
waxed in Big Ralph Branca. Ironically, Branca and Mueller passed 
each other. 
Bobby Thomson, an early goat in the game because of some 
sloppy fielding and base running, strode to the plate. Branca’s first 
pitch was a fast one down the pike for a called strike. 
The second serve was a waist high fast ball. Thomson's bat 
lashed out and he smashed a sinking liner that just cleared the 
big wall in front of the lower left field stand for a three-run homer.

There is a certain medal mak­ 
er in New Yfork City who has 
his fingers well crossed For his 
is the job of supplying the win­ 
ners on National Golf Day, June 
4th, with their medals indicat­ 
ing they beat the champion. 
This year, this m anufacturer’s 
job is more complicated than 
ever before because women for 
the first time will get their own 
special medal for beating Babe 
Zaharias. Right now the medal 
maker can’t possibly know how 
many medals he will have to 
make. 
Men w ill com pete against 
their own champion, Ed Furgol, 
who along with the Babe will 
play the Olympic Club course 
in San Francisco. As in the past. 
National Golf Day participants 
pay $1 to compete against the 
champion. The P. G. A. and 
L ir e Magazine are co-sponsors 
of the event, which has the full 
cooperation of the lf. S. G. A. 


and other regional and local golf I 
organizations. Golf Day dollars 
are turned over to worthwhile 
golf causes through the Na- I 
tional Golf Fund and this year, 
to the Red Cross. The costs of 
National Golf Day, including 
the medals, are borne entirely 
by l i f e . 


A Lot of Metal 
In th re e years a to tal of 
320,000 people have turned out 
to play on National Golf Day. 
Here is how the nation's golf­ 
ers fared against the champs; 
In 1952 Ben Hogan's 71 at 
Northwood in Dallas meant 
14.667 medal winners. 
In 1953 Julius Boros' 70 at 
Oakmont in Pittsburgh was bet­ 
tered by 12,310. 
In making their plans for 
medals in 1954 the sponsors of 
Golf Day placed an initial or­ 
der, applying past percentages, 
so as to have a quantity ready 


for shipment when the first 
Golf Day score sheets were 
audited and w inners d e te r­ 
mined. Then along came Ben 
Hogan's sensational 64 at Bal- 
tusrol. While total participa­ 
tion on Golf Day increased 20% 
in 1952 to 147.000, the number 
of medal winners declined to 
1,700. The Hogan round meant 
a quarter of a ton of medals 
left over. 
Estimates by experts vary on 
what Furgol and Zaharias will 
shoot on June 4!h. But no one 
is predicting Hogan-like rounds 
on the Olympic Club course, 
specially toughened for theU.S. 
Open two weeks later. Tee and 
pin placement will be handled 
by the Club’s Greens Commit­ 
tee 
From all indications last 
year’s Golf Day theme: “What 
is so rare as a medal in June” 
may be due for rn surprising 
change this year.

Lo ckman ’s do uble kay o ed Do n New co mbe an d the Do dg ers 
waxed in Big Ralph Bran ca. Iro n ically , Bran ca an d Mueller passed 
each o ther. 
Bo bby Tho mso n , an early g o at in the g ame because o f so me 
slo ppy fieldin g an d base run n in g , stro de to the plate. Bran ca’s first 
pitch was a fast o n e do wn the pike fo r a called strike. 
The seco n d serve was a waist hig h fast ball. Tho mso n ’s bat 
lashed o ut an d he smashed a sin kin g lin er that just cleared the 
big wall in fro n t o f the lo wer left field stan d fo r a three-run ho mer, j 
That made it 5-4 with still o n ly o n e o ut.

National Golf Day Medal Plans This Year 
Include Special “I Beat Babe Zaharias" 
Medals for the Women 


There is a certain medal mak­ 
er in New York City who has 
his fingers well crossed. For his 
is the job of supply ing the win­ 
ners on National Golf Day , J une 
4th, with their medals indicat­ 
ing they beat the champion. 
This y ear, this manufacturer’s 
jot> is more complicated than 
ever before because women for 
the first time will get their own 
special medal for beating Babe 
Zaharias. Right now the medal 
maker can’t possibly know how 
many medals he will have to 
make. 
Men w ill compete against 
their own champion, Ed Furgol, 
who along with the Babe will 
play the Oly mpic Club course 
in San Francisco. As in the past, 
National Golf Day participants 
pay $1 to compete against the 
champion. The P. G. A. and 
L ire Magazine are co-sponsors 
of the event, which has the full 
cooperation of the U. S. G. A. 


and other regional and local golf 
organizations. Golf Day dollars 
are turned over to worthwhile 
golf causes through the Na­ 
tional Golf Fund and this y ear, 
to the Red Cross. The costs of 
National Golf Day , including 
the medals, are borne entirely 
by lifk. 


A Lot of Metal 
In three y ears a total of 
320,000 people have turned out 
to play on National Golf Day . 
Here is how the nation’s golf­ 
ers fared against the champs: 
In 1952 Ben Hogan’s 71 at 
Northwood in Dallas meant 
14,667 medal winners. 
In 1953 J ulius Boros' 70 at 
Oakmont in Pittsburgh was bet­ 
tered by 12,310. 
In making their plans for 
medals in 1954 the sponsors of 
Golf Day placed an initial or­ 
der, apply ing past percentages, 
so as to have a quantity ready 


for shipment # when the first 
Golf Day score sheets were 
audited and winners deter­ 
mined. Then along came Ben 
Hogan’s sensational 64 at Bal- 
tusrol. While total participa­ 
tion on Golf Day increased 20% 
in 1952 to 147,000, the number 
of medal winners declined to 
1,700. The Hogan round meant 
a quarter of a ton of medals 
left over. 
Estimates by experts vary on 
what Furgol and Zaharias will 
shoot on J une 4th. But no one 
is predicting Hogan-like rounds 
on the Oly mpic Club coursP, 
specially toughened for theU.S. 
Open two weeks later. Tee and 
pin placement will be handled 
by the Club’s Greens Commit­ 
tee. 
From all indications last 
y ear’s Golf Day theme: “ What 
is so rare as a medal in J une” 
may be . due for a surprising 
change this y ear.
